That \" why workers in Brl- 
tain’s jet factories, where ucro- 
enginea testing at speed throw 
off “nelses” which are higher 
than the human car can catch, 
are frightened. Might- what 
happened to the rabbit happen 
to them? 

Almost certainly not, People 
are being bombarded by super- 
sounds all the time, without ilt- 
effect, It is only when the 
super-sounds—on “supersonics” 
as they are called—are concen- 
trated into a beam that they be- 
came dangerous. 

Left to themselves, 
sounds, like ordinary sounds, 
radiate outwards in all direc- 
tions; but when they are pro- 
duced artificially in a sound gun

give. 

Super-sounds kill by “shak- 
ing-up.” All. theae ‘vibrations 
suddenly concentrating on- liv- 
ing tissue dislocate and smash 
the delicate mechanism of life. 

The sound gun, which acts on 
the principle of a simple quartz 
crystal being violently osctllat- 
ed in a small space with an out- 
Iet in one direction only, has 
not yet been tried on = man.
